NOTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Education Bureau Bulletin 30, series of 1912, listed in the Monthly catalogue 
for March. 1918, page 501. is a brochure of unusual interest because of the fact 
that it supplies information on a matter of importance concerning which next 
to nothing has heretofore been known in this country. Its title is Latin-Ameri- 
can universities and special schools. ‘The author, Vice-President Brandon of 
Miami University, made a prolonged, careful, and intelligent study of his sub- 
ject at first-hand. In his letter of transmittal, Dr. Claxton, Commissioner of 
Education, says that young men and young women of the South and Central 
American republics are coming to the universities and colleges of this country 
for work in agriculture, mining, electrical engineering, economics, and other 
subjects and for the knowledge of our language. customs, laws, and civilization, 
and he suggests that in like manner students from this country should attend 
the colleges and universities of the Latin-American republics in such numbers 
as eventually to make common among our people a knowledge of the manners. 
customs, and ideas and the commercial and industrial possibilities of those 
peoples and countries and furnish us a supply of men and women of ability 
and scholarship who are familiar with their language. history, literature, and 
traditions. Bulletin 30 points out the differences, which are many, between 
South American and North American universities, describes the methods and 
aims of the former, their successes, disappointments, and hopes. Many views 
ure given of educational buildings, some of them very ornate. Price of the 
Bulletin, 30 cents. : 

Conference rulings bulletin 6, was issued April 1. It comprehends and super- 
sedes its 5 predecessors and also contains material not heretofore officially 
published. The owner of Bulletin 6 has the whole subject of Conference rulings 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission at his disposal. Copies are sold by 
the Superintendent of Documents at 10 cents. 

Compendium of important regulations, orders, and instructions of the War 
Department, relating to organization, equipment, and instructions of the field 
artillery, is the large title of a neat little pamphlet of dimensions to fit into a 
notebook to be carried in a soldier’s service pocket. It does not contain all the 
material indicated in the title, but does show, under alphabetical headings, 
where such material may be found. It is really an index to all the -official 
publications with which the field artilleryman should make himself familiar. 
The printing is on the left hand pages, the right hand pages being left blank 
for memoranda. Price 5 cents. This publication is entered under Inspector 
General’s Department in the March Monthly catalogue, page 526. 

The Sutter Basin, a part of the territory included in the soil survey of the 
Marysville (Cal.) area, 1909, has been resurveyed and the results published 
as Soils Bureau Circular 79. 5 cents. 

Plant Industry Bureau Circular 108, The Chinese wood-oil tree (5 cents), 
is a report by David Fairchild, agricultural explorer, who favors the introduc- 
tion and cultivation of the tree in the United States. It is a profuse producer 
of nuts which contain one of the best drying oils known. The circular states 
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that “in recent years this oil has produced, it is reported, a revolutionary 
effect on the varnish industry of the United States.” The Agriculture Depart- 
ment will have yearling trees of this kind for distribution in February or 
March, 1914. 

Vol. 6 of the final volumes of the thirteenth census is now ready, and is on 
sale by the Superintendent of Documents, price $1.25, in cloth binding. It 
is-one of the volumes of the statistics of agriculture, containing the complete 
returns for the States from Alabuma to Montana, inclusive, in alphabetical 
order. The complete agricultural report will fill the three volumes 5-7. The 
Abstract of the census, which covers all subjects for the whole country in con- 
densed form, is sold by the Superintendent of Documents at $1.00. 

Rules.of practice before the Interstate. Commerce Commission in cases and 
proceedings under the act to regulate commerce, revised and adopted Mar. 20, 
3913, is a handy little document now for sale by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments at 5 cents. 

Library of Congress Classification, class Q, science, is again on sale by the 
Superintendent of Documents at 25 cents. <A prefatory note, dated November, 
1912, gives this information: “ The first edition of class Q having been ex- 
hausted and the demand for these schedules constantly increasing, they are 
now reissued, incorporating additions which have been made from 1905 to date, 
and with index considerably expanded.” 

Education Bureau Bulletin 11, series of 1918, is the Monthly record of current 
educational publications for April. This pamphlet of 20 pages records 144 titles 
of new educational publications. 5 cents. 

There is a new edition of Suggestions to homesteaders and persons desiring 
to make homestead entries, approved Mar. 26, 1913. 5 cents. 

United States statutes concerning the registration of trade-marks, with the 
rules of the Patent Office relating thereto, is a publication which has been 
revised to Mar. 1, 1913, and reissued. 10 cents. 

Chemistry Bureau Bulletin 164, Graham flour, a study of the physical and 
chemical differences between graham flour and imitation graham flours, gives 
an account of the origin of graham flour, so named because of its introduc- 
tion, about 1830, by Sylvester Graham, an American vegetarian who lived from 
1794 to 1851; describes it as ‘‘unbolted wheat meal made from sound, clean, 
fully-matured, air-dried wheat”, and says, among many other things, this of 
“imitation graham flours”’: “A very large percentage of the so-called graham 
flours on the market are mixed products or imitations, not made from purified 
middlings, bran, and flour, but made from feed bran, which always contains 
the shorts and the germ, together with low-grade flour, 8 or 10 per cent second 
clear, and sometimes even red dog, and in many instances such alleged graham 
flours contain the sweepings from the mill.” The Superintendent of Docu- 
ments sells copies at 10 cents. ! 

Farmers’ bulletin 528, Hints to poultry raisers, has much more than 5 cents 
worth of new ideas in it. This will be found listed under Animal Industry 

= Bureau. 

The Superintendent of Documents is now taking subscriptions for the 
monthly bulletin of Sailing dates of steamships at $1.00 a year. 

Special agents series 67, Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau, is Com- 
merce and industries of Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico, and the Philippine 
Islands. Thus in one 10-cent pamphlet the reader gets a comprehensive view 
of the economics of all the more important of our outlying dependencies. 

Metal-mine accidents in the United States during the calendar year 1911 is 
Mines Bureau Technical paper 40, price 5 cents. Coal-mine accidents in the 
United States, 1896-1912, is Technical paper 48, price 10 cents. 
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There is a new revision, the 7th, of Circular 21, Secretary’s Office, Agricul- 
ture Department, title, Rules and regulations for the enforcement of the food 
and drugs act. There is a steady and persistent demand for this circular, 
which, like all the circulars of the Agriculture Department, is sold by the 
Superintendent of Documents at 5 cents. 

Official reports on the floods of 1913 have not yet been printed, nor even 
written, but the report of Major J. E. Normoyle of the Quartermaster Corps 
on relief operations in the Mississippi and Ohio valleys, April, May, June, and 
July, 1912, is currently published as House document 1453, 62d Congress, 3d 
session, with illustrations. These show distressing conditions, but by no means 
so distressing as those of the 1913 floods of which the official reports are yet to 
come. 15 cents. 

If Bulletin 522, United States Geological Survey, repeats the record of 
previous Survey publications on the same theme, it will soon be rated among the 
“six best sellers.” Its title is: Portland cement materials and industry in the 
United States, and its author is Edwin C. Eckel. Price, from the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, 65 cents. 

Professional memoirs, Corps of Engineers, United States Army, and Engi- 
neer Department at Large, Washington Barracks, D. C. This certainly sounds 
somewhat official but it is a misleading sound. It is the full title of a magazine 
which is not a Government publication but a private enterprise, of which 
Major Amos A. Fries, of the Corps of Engineers, is the managing editor, and 
for which anybody may subscribe at $3.00 a year. 

The Bureau of Labor, lately of the Department of Commerce and Labor, has 
been transferred to the new Department of Labor with a change of name, being 
now the Bureau of Labor Statistics. Under its new name it is continuing the 
series of Bulletins which for many years it published under its old name. The 
latest is Bulletin 113, and also no. 5 in the Retail prices and cost of living 
series. The specific title is Retail prices, 1890 to Dec. 1912. 

All librarians will wish to make a note of the changes in official titles result- 
ing from the creation of the new Department of Labor. This Department is 
made up of four bureaus, all taken from the former Department of Commerce 
and Labor. which is now the Department of Commerce. In organizing the 
Department of Labor, the transferred Bureau of Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion was divided and the two resulting bureaus, one of Immigration and one 
of Naturalization, were assigned to the new Department. To this Department 
also went the Children’s Bureau and the Bureau of Labor Statistics, formerly 
the Bureau of Labor. 

Bulletin X, Weather Bureau, is a treatise on the Hurricanes of the West 
Indies, by Oliver L. Fassig, professor of meteorology, who says that the term 
“hurricane” is restricted to cyclones which have their origin and field of 
action within well defined limits embracing the West Indies and neighboring 
waters of the North Atlantic. The West Indian hurricane is “ the severest type 
of storm known to the mariner.” In modern exact parlance hurricanes, 
typhoons, tornadoes, and cyclones are all cyclones, or “revolving” storms, in 
which the “surface winds blow more or less spirally inward toward an area 
of minimum atmospheric pressure, then upward and outward at elevations 
varying with the extent and intensity of the storm.” The opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal will bring about a radical change in the sailing routes established 
for centuries and will necessitate crossing the track of the hurricanes. The 
occurrence of these storms in the West Indies has been carefully chronicled 
for centuries. This accumulated information is made available in Bulletin X, 
not only by the text but by more than a score of charts. The price of the 
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work, as fixed by the Weather Bureau, is $1.50, at which rate copies can also 
be supplied by the Superintendent of Documents. 

The full report of the Commissioner of Corporations on the International 
Harvester Company is now available. 40 cents. 

The Annual reports of the Agriculture Department, 1912, fill a closely 
printed volume of 1,149 pages, of which 259 are given to the personal report 
of the Secretary and the remainder are filled with the reports of the chiefs of 
the 12 scientific bureaus of the Department and the 5 administrative offices. 
The scientists describe their work in considerable detail, thus giving in the 
aggregate an extensve collection of first-hand scientific information on the 
many branches of research which go to make up the complex science of agri- 
culture. This big book sells at the small price of $1.00. 

Hereafter the Superintendent of Documents expects to have on sale com- 
plete sets of the Library of Congress classification, but the List of subject 
headings can be secured only from the Library of Congress. 

Vol. 3 of the 4-volume report of the Labor Bureau on the steel industry of 
the United States is out of press. Its title is: Working conditions and the 
relations of employers and employees. Vol. 4 will give the statistics of acci- 
dents. The Congressional print of this report is Senate document 110, 62d 
Congress, 1st session. 

Vol. 29, Opinions of Attorneys General, will be concluded with the last opin- 
ion rendered in 1912. Some opinions rendered during the present year were 
included in the first prints of signatures 39, 40, and 41 of vol. 29, but these have 
been reprinted in the early signatures of vol. 30. Those who have received the 
signatures of vol. 29 will need to be cautious in their references to eeieions 
dated in 19138. 

The new Department of Labor bas issued the first number in its first series 
of publications. It is Decision 1, and its subject matter is Status under immi- 
gration law of minor children of naturalized citizens born prior to parent’s 
paturalization. 

Senate document 1063, 62d Congress, 3d session, entered in this catalogue 
under Foreign Relations Committee, Senate, is a compilation of treaties, con- 
ventions, and other international agreements which the United States entered 
into during the period beginning Jan. 1, 1910, and ending Mar. 4, 1913. It is 
announced as both a supplement to and vol. 3 of the series begun by Malloy’s 
2-volume compilation covering the period from 1776 to the end of 1909, which 
appeared as Senate document 357, 61st Congress, 2d session. 

The annual production of natural gas in this country is 508,000,000,000 cubic 
feet. It is used for fuel and light in 23-of the 48 States and the annual value 
of its production is $74,000,000 plus. There is therefore plentiful reason for 
the publication of the Mines Bureau’s Technical paper 38 (which is also 
Petroleum technology 6), having for title Wastes in the production and utiliza- 
tion of natural gas and means for their prevention. 5 cents. 

Report in reference to archives of Government offices outside of the city of 
Washington, is the title of a report by the Librarian of Congress, made in 
pursuance of an Executive order of July 19, 1912, and covering the replies 
received to 21 questions formulated by the Librarian and sent to numerous 
Government offices in this and foreign countries as to the files, records, and 
written books and documents of dates earlier than 1873 remaining in their 
offices. The Librarian reports on the numerous replies received that they 
indicate that much material is retained which should be destroyed, but the 
destruction should be done on a uniform system and for this purpose the 
archives outside of Washington should be sent to that city. The Librarian adds 
that “the dates which the archives cover in a few instances antedate the 
inauguration of the Government under the Constitution. They develop the 
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governmental history of the country, and reveal much material for history 
which has hitherto been hidden.’ The correspondence is printed in 208 pages 
as House document 1448, 62d Congress, 3d session. An index has been added. 


NEW SERIES 


The Office of the Surgeon General of the Army has begun the issue of a 
series of bulletins. 

No. 1 is a series of plates with explanatory text, and the title is Photomicro- 
graphs of spirochetae, entamebae, plasmodia, trypanosomes, Leishmania, Negri 
bodies, and parasitic helminths. 

Copies are sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 35 cents. 


COLD STORAGE 


Cold-storage business features, reports of warehouses (10 cents) and Cold 
storage and prices (15 cents) both by George K. Holmes, chief of division of 
production and distribution, are Bulletins 93 and 101 of the Statistics Bureau, 
Agriculture Department. 

No. 93 presents detailed results of an investigation of the business features 
of the cold storage of fresh beef, mutton, and pork, dressed poultry, butter, 
and eggs, made by extensive statistical processes in the autumn of 1911, the 
season when the quantities in storage begin to increase from the lowest, a 
large number of expert workers having been employed. 

This is the first investigation made of the conduct and results of cold storage 
as a business. Previous investigations have been from the point of view of the 
pure-food advocate. The period covered by the inquiry was two years. 

In summing up at the end of Bulletin 93 he says: “ The validity and signifi- 
cance of the conclusions of this bulletin would gain nothing by any characteriza- 
tion that might be given to them. The facts speak for themselves. The reader 
must be aware that this investigation has negatived some popular misconcep- 
tions with regard to the cold-storage business and has substantially sustained . 
some of the assertions made by cold-storage warehousemen.”’ 

The “ Conclusion” in Bulletin 101 is as follows: “It is not the purpose of 
this bulletin to give countenance ‘to any adverse criticism of cold storage 
because it so redistributes relative monthly consumption and relative monthly 
prices that the arithmetical effect of these redistributions is usually, though 
not always, a tendency toward a high price level. An actual movement of 
prices to higher or lower level is an accompl{shed fact, and cold storage may or 
may not play a large part as a cause of the movement. Price is the product 
of many factors and cold storage is only one of them.” 


COMMERCE COURT OPINIONS 


The United States Commerce Court has issued a title-page and an index for 
vol. 1 of its Opinions, including all cases adjudged in the Court from February, 
1911, when its work began, to March, 1913. But no bound volume of its 
Opinions will be issued by the Court. 

Those who have secured, or may hereafter secure, pre of the opinions 
which ‘have been separately printed may have them bound as they like, but 
will find it to their interest to use the title-page and index supplied by the 
Court, which supplies also a scheme for numbering the pages, when arranging 
them for binding, so that they will match up with the printed index. 

Copies of the separately printed opinions can be supplied by the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, at 5 cents each except nos. 75-80, which are printed 
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together in one pamphlet selling at 10 cents. The title-page and index are 
obtainable at 5 cents. 


COMMERCIAL BUSINESS IN THE NAVY 


All ships of the United States Navy equipped with radio apparatus are now 
open for commercial business, the ship charge being 4 cents a word with a 
10-word minimum charge. Tables of rates from ships to various points in 
the United States, Canada, Mexico, ete, are published in Hydrographic bul- 
letin 1232, Apr. 9, 1913, and have also-been printed on cards for general dis- 
tribution. 


DOCUMENT NUMBERS DUPLICATED 


The special session of the Senate of the 63d Congress, which sat from Mar. 4 
to Mar. 17, 1913, issued 9 numbers of the Congressional record, as vol. 50, 
nos. 1-9. The special session of both Houses, which convened April 7 and is 
still in session, duplicated these numbers, so that there are now two sets of 
Records numbered vol. 50, nos. 1-9. Librarians should be on their guard 
against getting the two sets confused. The dates, one set issued in March, 
the other in April, afford a means of identification. 

The special session of the Senate also issued six 638d Congress Senate docu- 
ments, numbered 1-6. These numbers also have been duplicated, so that there 
are two prints each of the first six numbers of the Senate documents of the 
63d Congress. These also will call for some caution on the part of librarians, 
to note that in the upper left corner of the first page of each document is 
carried on one set of numbers, under the legend ‘‘63d Congress,” the words 
** Special session of the Senate,’”’ while in the same place on the other set are 
the words “1st session.” 


FOREST ATLAS 


The United States Geological Survey has engraved and printed for the United 
States Forest Service Part 1 of a Forest atlas, having the general title 
Geographic distribution of North American trees. The specific title of Part 1 
is Pines. 

The 36 maps which Part 1 contains show the geographical distribution of all 
the varieties of pine indigenous to North America. 

Copies of all the parts of the Forest atlas will be sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents at $1.00 each. 


PENSION COMMITTEE RULES 


The Senate Committee on Pensions is apparently making an attempt to check 
the formidable flood of pension claims, which now, two generations after the 
close of the Civil War, is running higher than ever. 

The Committee has published a set of Rules whose enforcement will curb 
some of the practices heretofore prevalent. To these rules the Committee has 
prefixed a Note, in which it says, in part: “The Pension Committees were 
created to consider a very few claims in which, from peculiar circumstances, 
adequate relief could not be obtained from the Pension Bureau. It was not the 
intention to have Congress flooded with pension bills. Nor is it the policy of 
the Government to provide full support for soldiers or their widows, but solely 
to prevent absolute want. Unfortunately, the primary and essential purpose 
of the Pension Committees of Congress has been lost sight of, and there seems 
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to be a prevalent opinion that it is proper to bring every sort of claim to the 
attention of Congress, and in many instances the Pénsion Bureau and the 
general laws are wholly ignored. For the purpose of endeavoring to prevent 
the introduction of numerous bills which cannot receive favorable action the 
Committee have adopted the following code of rules.” 

The Rules require that claims shall first go to the Pension Bureau; that 
pensions granted by special act shall not be increased: claimants who are in 
regular employ of the Government will not get favorable consideration; con- 
sideration will not be given to claims of army widows who have remarried. 
There are also other restrictive provisions. 


THE NEW ORGANIZATION LIST 


There are two prints of this. One is Miscellaneous series 8, Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce Bureau; the other is Senate document 1109, 62d Congress, 
3d session. The title is: Commercial and agricultural organizations of the 
United States. 

It is a very comprehensive list, filling 125 pages of small type. Besides the 
lames and locations of the organizations, there are also given in most cases 
the post-office addresses of the secretaries, the numbers of members, the annual 
incomes, the fields of service in which they are especially active, the dates of 
annual meetings, etc. Trade associations are classified by the branches to 
which they belong and by States. 

Agricultural associations are arranged by States in alphabetical order under 
two principal classes—Organizations interested in the development of country 
life and Cooperative organizations. 

Altogether, the new list is probably the best directory of commercial and 
agricultural associations yet issued. 

The Superintendent of, Documents sells copies at 15 cents. 


UNCLE SAM’S COOK-BOOK 


“Uncle Sam’s Cook-book,” so called, does not exist as a matter of fact, but 
the Government has published sundry small documents on various branches of 
domestic science which it would be quite feasible for any discriminating and 
enterprising person to buy, classify under appropriate headings, and bind 
together in a volume well worthy to be named in reality Uncle Sam’s Cook-book. 
Such a person might, if he or she chose, reprint the volume as well as rename 
it, for there is no copyright to prevent, the law prohibiting the taking out of 
copyright on Government publications. 

The latest contribution to the cookery collection is Farmers’ bulletin 526, 
Mutton and its value in the diet, listed under Experiment Stations Office. 
5 cents. , 

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


The eighth annual conference on the weights and measures of the United 
States, to be held at the Standards Bureau in Washington, May 14-17, 1913, 
will be larger, and therefore probably more interesting and more useful, than 
any of its seven predecessors. 

At first only State officials were invited to the conferences. In 1912 the 
sealers of weights and measures of all cities of 25,000 or more population were 
invited, and came, and the innovation proved so successful that this year all 
officials in the United States having to do with weights and measures have been 
invited. A large attendance is anticipated and from it a resulting efficiency 
in this work not hithero attained. Makers of weighing and measuring appa- 
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ratus have also been invited to make exhibits. There are no dues or other 
charges connected with the conference. A long list of speakers and subjects 
is announced. 


NUMBERS OF THE TARIFF BILL 


When, on April 7, the first day of the first session of the 63d Congress, 
Hon. Oscar W. Underwood introduced the new tariff bill, it was numbered 
H. R. 10, and under this number it was printed and many copies were dis- 
tributed. There has been a distribution also of Senate document 4, 63d Con- 
gress, Ist session, entitled Income tax, which states on its face that it is an 
“ Extract from the bill (H. R. 10). The Congressional record and the news- 
papers also have spread the information that the Tariff bill was no. 10. 

As no. 10 it was referred. immediately on its introduction, to the Committee 
on Ways and Means, but was not thus reported out of committee. On April 
21, Mr. Underwood, chairman of the committee, introduced a bill, H. R. 3321, 
“To reduce tariff duties and to provide revenue for the Government, and for 
other purposes,” which supersedes no. 10, and is in most respects a duplicate 
of it. April 22, Mr. Underwood reported back from the Ways and Means 
Committee, without amendment, the bill H. R. 3321, accompanied by House 
report no. 5, and on his motion the printing of some thousands of copies of 
both the bill and the report was ordered. 

Thus 3321 has become the official number of the Tariff bill. No. 10 is super- 
seded, obsolete. and should be forgotten. 


LAWS APPLICABLE TO ALASKA 


The Compiled laws of Alaska, a compilation and publication authorized by 
the act of Aug. 24, 1912 (Chap. 387, Laws of 62d Congress, 2d session, page 
518), has been published as Senate document 1093, 62d Congress, 3d_ session, 
and bound copies are on sale by the Superintendent of Documents at $1.50. 

The Alaskan !aws in this publication have been not only compiled, but also 
codified, arranged, and annotated. The references. to judicial decisions are 
Bumerous and the references to “ Carter code” and “Charlton code”: are alsu 
many. As the terms “Carter code” and “Charlton code” are not official 
designations, and may not be familiar to many who will consult the new com- 
pilation, and as the book itself does not give an explanation of the meaning of 
the terms, a word as to these earlier codes may not be out of place here. 

The “ Carter code” was annotated by the late Senator Thomas H. Carter of 
Montana, published in Chicago, 1907, by Callaghan & Co., and sold at $5.00 a 
copy. It is not a Government publication. The title, in part, is: The laws of 
Alaska, including the penal code, the code of criminal procedure, the political ° 
code, the code of civil procedure. and the civil code, with the treaty of cession 
and all acts and parts of acts relating to the district, ete. 

The “ Charlton code” is: Compilation of acts of Congress and treaties relat- 
ing to Alaska from Mar. 30, 1867, to Mar. 3, 1905, prepared in the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs, War Department, under the direction of Paul Charlton, law 
officer. It was published, under date of Jan. 10, 1906, as Senate document 142, 
59th Congress, 1st session. This Congressional print is the only edition of the 
“ Charlton code.” 

The new compilation. thoroughly rearranged, the sections renumbered and 
annotated as it is, wil! in all probability supersede all other codes and compila- 
tions of Alaskan laws and become the standard authority. This can be found 
listed under the Territories Committee, Senate. 
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VOLUME 49, CONGRESSIONAL RECORD 


The permanent bound volumes of the Congressional record for the 62d Con- 
gress, 3d session, are out of press and on sale by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments. . 

Technically and officially there is but one volume, vol. 49, but actually there 
are 5, vol. 49 being divided into that number of parts, each part being a quarto 
volume of over a thousand pages. 

The sale price of parts 1, 2, 3, and 4 is $2.00 each, and of part 5, which con- 
tains appendix and indexes as well as proceedings and is much larger than the 
other parts, the price is $2.50, making the cost of the set $10.50. 


NEW INTERSTATE LAWS 


Since the publication of the latest compilation of the act to regulate com- 
merce and acts supplementary thereto, etc., several laws which affect interstate 
commerce have been passed, all at the 3d session of the 62d Congress. They 
are: 

Pubiie 3877, approved Feb. 13, 1918, To punish the unlawful breaking of seals 
of railroad cars containing interstate or foreign shipments, stealing of freight 
and express packages in transportation in interstate shipment, felonious asporta- 
tion of such packages, and felonious possession of the same, ete. 

Public 398, passed over President Taft’s veto. Mar. 1, 1913, Act divesting 
intoxicating liquors of their interstate character (Webb bill). 

Public 400, approved Mar. 1, 1918, providing for a valuation of the several 
classes of property of carriers and information concerning their securities, ete. 
(Physical valuation of railroads.) 

Public 445, approved Mar. 4, 1918, Act restricting issue of interlocutory in- 
junctions to suspend the enforcement of the statute of a State, ete.

That there shall be in said department an Assistant Secretary of Labor, to be 
appointed by the President, * * * He shall perform such duties as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary or required by law. There shall also be one chief clerk and a 
disbursing clerk, and such other clerical assistants, inspectors, and special agents as 
may from time to time be provided for by Congress. * * * 

Sec. 3. That the following-named offices, bureaus, divisions, and branches of the public 
service now-and heretofore under the jurisdiction of the Department of Commerce and 
labor, and all that pertains to the same, known as the Commissioner General of Immi- 
gration, the Commissioners of Immigration, the Bureau of Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion, the Division of Information, the Division of Naturalization, and the Immigration 
Service at Large, the Bureau of Labor, the Children’s Bureau, and the Commissioner of 
Labor, be, and the same hereby are, transferred from the Department of Commerce and 
Labor to the Department of Labor, and the same shall hereafter remain under the juris- 
diction and supervision of the last-named department. The Bureau of Immigration and 
Naturalization is hereby divided into two bureaus, to be known hereafter as the Bureau 
of Immigration and the Bureau of Naturalization, and the titles Chief Division of Natu- 
ralization and. Assistant Chief shall be Commissioner of Naturalization and Deputy 
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Commissioner of Naturalization. The Commissioner of Naturalization or, in his absence, 
the Deputy Commissioner of Naturalization, shall be the administrative officer in charge 
of the Bureau of Naturalization and of the administration of the naturalization laws 
under the immediate direction of the Secretary of Labor, to whom he shall report directly 
upon all naturalization matters annually and as otherwise required, and the appointments 
of these two officers shall be made in the same manner as fy meee vege to competitive 
classified civil-service positions. The Bureau of Labor shall hereafter be known as the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, and the Commissioner of the Bureau of Labor shall hereafter 
be known as the Commissioner of Labor Statistics; and all the powers and duties here- 
tofore possessed by the Commissioner of Labor shall be retained and exercised by the 
Commissioner of Labor Statistics; and the administration of the Act of May thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and eight, granting to certain employees of the United States the right 
to receive from it compensation for injuries sustained in the course of their employ- 
ment.
